reception rooms. The USD Pagne Athletic Hall of Fame is also housed 
in the Toreros new home.

The entire USD community will also benefit from the Jenny 
Craig Pavilion, including additional television coverage, concert, USD 
and NCAA tournaments, and special games like the Torero Tip-Off. For 
the second straight year the University of San Diego will host the 2002 
West Coast Conference men’s and women’s basketball tournament 
in the Jenny Craig Pavilion. 

“The new Jenny Craig Pavilion gives the USD Volleyball 
program the foundation we need to become a national power. The 
University of San Diego, always noted for its academic excellence 
and beautiful campus, will now be recognized with a top-notch athletic 
facility,” says USD head volleyball coach Jennifer Petrie.

2001 USD VOLLEYBALL 
SEASON PREVIEW 


Over the past ten years the Toreros have emerged as one of the 
countries and conferences best Volleyball programs, highlighted 
by a string of four straight NCAA Tournament appearances from 
1996-99. Since 1993 the Toreros have won over 70 percent of their 
matches and have won the conference championship twice. 

The 2001 Torero Volleyball season begins with a great deal of 
excitement and anticipation. Head Coach Jennifer Petrie is hop- 
ing to improve on last year’s record that saw the Toreros finish 14- 
14 overall and 7-7 in the WCC. An experienced and capable group 
of veterans along with some key newcomers will try and bring San 
Diego to the post season for the eighth time in nine seasons. Enter- 
ing her third year as the Torero’s head coach, Petrie is optimistic 
about her team’s chances in 2001. 


USD RETURNERS 


Senior Lindsey Lampert and junior teammate Debra 
Robertson will supply USD with experience at the net. Lampert 
was honored as a second team All-WCC selection in 2000, after 
recording a team best 96 blocks. Robertson, who has twice been 
named a second team All-WCC player, returns to the Torero line- 
up after rehabilitating an injury that caused her to miss most of the 
2000 season. 

Junior Noel Frohman continues to supply Coach Petrie with 
solid play as one of the team’s best outside hitters. During the 2000 
season Frohman totaled a team high 419 kills and was named as a 
WCC Honorable Mention selection for the second straight year. 

Senior Ali Martin has proved herself as one of the conference’s 
best setters. In 2000 she dished out over 13 assists per match and a 
total of 1182 assists that was third best in the conference. Ann Mott, 
enters her senior season as team captain and a top returnee on the 
outside. 

Lisa Gordon brings a .367 attack percentage into her sopho- 
more campaign, hoping to fill the void left by junior middle hitter 
Bridget Merrit who is expected to miss most of the season with an 
ACL injury. Outside hitter, Andrea DeMark will return from 
injury in 2001; in 1999 she recorded 13 digs and 8 kills vs. James 
Madison in the first round of the NCAA Tournament.

Young appeared in all 28 matches 
in 2000 as a defensive specialist and Olmsted is slated to return as 
the back-up setter after a solid freshman season that saw her total a 
career high 37 assists vs. UC Riverside. 


CLASS OF 2003 


USD boasts a new class of freshmen that promise to be the 
future stars of Torero Volleyball. Kristen Hurst a middle blocker, 
comes to San Diego fresh off an all-state senior season at Stockdale 
High School in Bakersfield, California. Allison Joyce a freshman 
defensive specialist, led her team to the CIF Finals her senior sea- 
son. 

The Toreros welcome a standout player from the Manitoba prov- 
ince of Canada. Jocelyne Roy brings an impressive athletic and 
academic resume to USD, named her high school’s Athlete of the 
Year three years in a row and named class Valedictorian as a senior. 
From Mililani, Hawaii Coach Petrie brings Kalae Araujo to San 
Deigo. Araujo led her school, St. Francis, to a second place state 
tournament appearance last season. 

Closer to home, Katie Kahlweiss will attend USD after a prep 
career at Mater Dei High School in Huntington Beach. She helped 
the Asics Nova club team win the 2001 National Championship. 
Devon Forster, Colorado’s player of the year as a senior, will try 
and compete for playing time as an outside hitter. 


THE NCAA TOURNAMENT 


The NCAA Tournament is famil- 
iar ground for the USD Toreros, hav- 
ing made five appearances in the nine- 
ties: 1993, 1996, 1997, 1998 and 1999. 

USD made its first trip to the 
NCAA’s in 1993 after finishing 24-6 
on the season. The Toreros lost to 
Washington State (1-3) in first round 
action. USD posted a 22-8 record in 
1996 earning its second appearance in 
the post season tournament. The 1996 
squad was defeated by Arizona (2-3) 
in the first round. From 1997 to 1999 the Toreros advanced to the 
second round of NCAA play. In 1997 USD finished 26-4 on the 
year, earned its first West Coast Conference title and fell to USC (2- 
3) in second round action. USD defended its WCC championship 
title in 1998, posting a 24-6 season record, but fell to Wisconsin (0- 
3) in the second round of the tournament. In 1999, Jennifer Petrie’s

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squad finished 23-6 with Nebraska halting their post season run with a 0-3 loss in second round 
action. The University of San Diego Volleyball program has gained national respect and experience, 


the standards have been raised and the vision is set on continuous improvement. 
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TOUGH COMPETITION Foren 


A very challenging schedule awaits the Toreros who must face eight NCAA Tournament teams 
throughout the regular season. This year’s line-up features twenty regular season opponents. Six 
teams on USD’s schedule are ranked in the 2001 pre-season AVCA Top-25 (#8 Long Beach State, 
#13 UC Santa Barbara, #15 Minnesota, #17 Pepperdine, #22 Santa Clara, #24 Loyola Marymount). 

Competition is always fierce in the West Coast Conference. Prior to the 2001 season Pepperdine, 
Santa Clara and Loyola Marymount were ranked in pre-season AVCA Top-25. San Diego received 
18 votes for the poll and ranked 36 overall in the country. In 1999, the WCC sent a record four teams 
(half the league) to the NCAA Tournament, followed by a three-team appearance in 2000. 

The University of San Diego Volleyball team 
is very excited about their chances for success in 
2001. USD will look to take their first West Coast 
Conference title in the new millennium and make 
arun at the 2001 NCAA Tournament, which will 
conclude with the final four, held right in their 
back yard at San Diego State. 


THE COACHES 


Jennifer Petrie will enter her third year as the 
head coach of Torero Volleyball. In her inaugural 
season in 1999, Petrie took the Toreros to their 
third consecutive NCAA Tournament. The 2001 
season is a campaign that Petrie and her staff hope can bring San Diego another NCAA birth. 

Petrie has brought on a new coach for the 2001 season. Hired in March, Brent Hilliard joins the 
Torero’s as the team’s top assistant. Hilliard, along with third year assistant Tammy Leibl repre- 
sented the U.S. as a member of the USA’s Olympic Volleyball Team. Both won bronze medals in the 
1992 games in Barcelona, with Leibl playing in the 1988 and 1996 games as well. Leibl enters her 
third season an assistant, serving as top assistant the previous two years. 


2000 IN REVIEW 


USD finished in fourth place in the West Coast Conference and missed postseason play in 2000 
for the first time in seven seasons. A 14-14 overall record and a 7-7 finish in the WCC was the end 
result of a very promising and at the same time a very trying season for the USD program. 

Junior middle blocker Debra Robertson, who had been awarded all conference second team 
honors both as a freshman and sophomore, was unable to play as a junior due to injuries, Robertson 
was granted a medical redshirt and an extra year of eligibility by the NCAA and plans to return in full 
strength for the 2001 season. 

The loss of Robertson presented the opportunity for junior Lindsey Lampert to step up and play 
a major role in the middle. Lampert responded with an excellent season, leading the WCC in aces 
with 34 and she was awarded with an all-West Coast Conference second team selection at year’s end. 
Lampert’s success was a needed addition to the USD line-up that saw standout sophomore Andrea 
DeMark fall to injuries as well, limiting the Torero attack that would prove to be substantially de- 
pleted before WCC play began in October. 

The Toreros said goodbye to senior outside hitter Adrian Frediani. In her career at USD Frediani 
set three all-time Torero top ten records and was named all-WCC first team as junior. The loss of 
Frediani has Torero fans looking towards the future in the likes of Noel Frohman on the outside and 
setter Ali Martin who gave the Toreros solid performances in 2000. Martin finished the 2000 season 
ranked third in the WCC in total assists. Frohman ranked amongst the conference’s top ten in dig. kill 
and aces averaged in conference play.

Jennifer Petrie enters her third season as head coach of the USD women’s vol- 
leyball program. In 1999, her inaugural head coaching season, Petrie led USD to a 23-6 
record, a second round NCAA appearance, a second place finish in the West Coast Con- 
ference and a final national ranking of 24th (AVCA).

Petrie hopes to duplicate that success, now in her third season as the Torero head 
coach. The 2000 season saw San Diego finish with 
a record of 14-14, and 7-7 in the WCC. 

Petrie enters her fifth year at the University of 
San Diego and her third at the helm of the USD JENNIFER PETRIE 
volleyball program. For the past five years as both Head Coach, 3rd Year 

an assistant and head coach, she has contributed 

towards back-to-back West Coast Conference championships (1997, 1998) and three 
NCAA Tournament second round appearances. 

Just the third head coach in USD Volleyball history, Petrie has totaled a record of 
37-20 in her two years as head coach and a combined 87-30 mark in her four year 
tenure as a Torero. 

Petrie was a standout volleyball player at the College of William and Mary. 

She was twice named Colonial Athletic Conference Player of the Year (1990-91) 

and a_ two-time All-Southern Region selection (1990-91), She gained national 

level playing experience in 1990 when she competed on the gold-medal-winning 
U.S. Olympic Festival North Region Team. 

Her collegiate coaching career began when she joined the volleyball staff 

at Indiana State University where she served as top assistant from 1992 to 1993. 

Petrie then took the top assistant position at North Carolina, Chapel Hill from 

1994 to 1997 before joining Sue Snyder’s staff at the University of San Diego 

for the 1997 campaign. 

A native of San Diego, Petrie played for the San Diego Juniors Volleyball 

Club and graduated from Mt. Carmel High School. In 1992, she graduated 

from the College of William and Mary with a degree in Art History and com- 

pleted her Master’s Degree in Sports Administration from North Carolina, Chapel 
Hill in 1997. Jennifer is married to Mark Petrie.

TORERO STRENGTH AND CONDITIONING 


The University of San Diego Athletic Department has made a 
commitment to increase athletic ability throughout the entire student 
athlete population. Therefore, each student athlete will be given a sport 
specific training program based on the metabolic demands of their 
position and sport. This is accomplished by training for the proper 


combination of power. strength, size, speed, agility, flexibility, endurance, 
and footwork. It is the responsibility of the strength and conditioning stat? 
to design and implement workouts, teach and demonstrate proper lifting 
technique, and to monitor and evaluate each individual athlete's progress, 
while maintaining a positive environment to train in. Along with 
increasing athletic ability, the strength staff also has the goal of decreasing 
athletic injuries both in and out of the athletic arena. 

The heart of the strength and conditioning program is the USD 
Sports Center weight room. It is open exclusively to student-athletes at 
specific times each day. The weight room contains 5,000 square feet of 
Olympic platforms, free-weights, selectorized machines, dumbbells and 
cardiovascular equipment. 

The goal of the strength and conditioning department is to 
educate and motivate each student athlete to maximize their genetic 
potential and create an environment where athletes can develop into 
champions both mentally and physically.

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Discover the University of $an Diego 


SETTING 


The University of San Diego is an independent Catholic institution of 
higher education. Founded in 1949, USD is located on 180 acres overlooking 
Mission Bay, San Diego Harbor and the Pacific Ocean. The campus is named 
Alcala Park and is located just 10 minutes from downtown San Diego and the 
world famous San Diego Zoo. Historic Old Town is just minutes away as 
well. 

The city of San Diego along with this campus traces their origins to 
fifteenth century Spain. The campus was named after a Spanish village near 
Madrid - Alcala de Henares. Founded by the Greeks as Complutum, the vil- 
lage was later renamed Al Kala (the Castle) by the Moslems. Christians re- 
captured the village centuries later and founded a university, the University of 
Alcala, whose buildings became the inspiration for USD's style. Both institu- 

tions are located on a hill overlooking a river valley. 


THE CAMPUS 


The USD campus ts regarded as one of the most architecturally unique institutions 
in the country, featuring 18 major buildings designed in an ornamental 16th century 
Spanish Renaissance style. 

Since 1984, USD has completed 11 major construction and expansion projects. A 
five-story, Spanish Renaissance parking garage (1,100 spaces) was completed in 1998. 
\ landscaped fountain plaza was finished in the fall of 1995, connecting the entrances of 
the Immaculata and Hughes Administration Center. In 1992, the university completed 
the 45,000 square foot Loma Hall. which includes an expanded bookstore, a larger mail 
center, classrooms and laboratories, In 1990, the renovated Katherine M. and George M 
Pardee Jr. Legal Research Center opened, a facility that offers the latest in information 
technology. 


ACADEMICS 


USD enrolls more than 6.943 students who have a choice of more than 50 under- 
vraduate and graduate degree programs. The university's academic units include the 
College of Arts and Sciences, and the Schools of Business Administration. Education, 
Law and Nursing. Class size generally averages between 18-25 students with the student 
to teacher ratio being 18:1. Over 97 percent of USD's full-time faculty hold doctorates. 

In the annual ratings of the country's colleges and universities, published by U.S. News 
& World Report, USD moved from the regional to national category in 1994. The univer- 
sity is ranked among the top 100 
schools in the nation. 


STUDENT LIFE 
DID YOU KNOW? 


«In 1961, the Most Reverend Bishop Buddy, 
the founding father of USD, announced that 
the school’s nickname would change from 
Pioneers to Toreros. “The name Toreros is 
keeping with the friendly relationship which 
exists between San Diego and Mexico,” His 
Excellency said at the time. Torero comes 
from the spanish term foro, the bull, and from 
the word torear, to fight bulls. All of the con- 
testants in the ring are called Toreros. Torero 
is a general term describing a bullfighter and 
signifies courage, honor and fidelity. USD stu- 
dent-athletes, like the Torero, have a willing- 
ness to stand alone in the ring and accept 
the challenge.
